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The best timeto destroy weeds 
is within two or three daysafter 
the first pair of leaves has 
formed on the seedling plant, 
says the Dominion Seed Com. 
missoner in his bulletin on 
“Weeds and Weed Seeds” In 
friable soils the “Weeder” is a 


useful implement. for the pur- 
pose. The “tilling” harrow is 


also satisfactory for compar- 
atively loose soils and is perfer- 
red as a weed destroyer on firm 
or clayey land. Weeds are 
irregular in time of germin- 
ation; consequently it is neces- 
sary to apply weeder or harrow 
frequently throughout the 
growing season. 

Potatoes, or fields of corn and 
cereal grains when sown with 
adrill, may advantageously be 
cultivated withsuch _ imple- 
ments once or twice before the

ground, and again, with corn 
and ordinary grain crops, 
when the plants are two to six 
inches high. Even relatively

will do little damage to 
potatoes, corn or grain plants

For perennial weeds, or seed- | = 


lings that have become well 
rooted, a cultivator having 
diamond-shaped or other relat- 
ively broad shares is needed for 
hoed crops. The dise is a 
favored implement for destroy- 
ing weeds in a summerfallow 
or preparing seed bed. When, 
however, it is desired to un- 
earth and remove the rootstocks 
of perennial weeds, such as 
couch grass, a narrow 
cultivator that will cut 
rootstocks, the small cuttings 
of which may be exceeding per- 
sistent in growth.
